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The Giant's Causeway is justly celebrated as one of 
the greatest natural wonders of the north of Ireland. It 
consists o. some 40,000 basaltic columns, principally pen¬ 
tagonal or hexagonal in shape, set closely together ; this 
peculiar formation is presumed to be caused by the cooling 
of a lava stream. An impressive feature of the Causeway 
are the lofty cliffs which line its landward side. 
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
